There are something like forty- 
people employed at the postoflb-e. 
Of this number thirty-seven have 
purchased a Liberty 
bond. 
Pos'- 
master Johnston says he expects 
everyone of the forty w ill possess 
a bond before the end of the week. 
Somtime ago Postmaster General 
Burleson suggested that employees 
of the government, wherever pos­ 
sible, purchase a Liberty 
bond. 
This did not go out as an order, a 
command or a ruling; it was sim­ 
ply a suggestion, coming from the 
chief of the postofflce department 
at Washington. 
The 
suggestion 
w*a« acted upon at once by Post­ 
master Johnston, who solicited the 
employees of the Sedalia postofflce 
to buy a bond. 
The quick response w*as sur­ 
prising even to Mr. Johnston, who 
stated that 
the 
employes 
im 
mediately acted upon the sugges­ 
tion and bought bonds, and in near­ 
ly e v e r y instance paid cash, 
and 
are now* wearing a bond button. 
In each instance 
where 
bonds 
were purchased, the purchaser did 
it through a desire to co-operate 
with the government and “ do their 
bit” in the crisis that confronts 
America. 
They deemed it a privi­ 
lege as w*ell as a duty to own a 
bond. 
It is indeed commendable 
that practically all 
of 
the 
em­ 
ployees in this paticular service of 
the government should show* such 
loyalty and respond as a unit in 
setting the pace in the nationwide 
campaign that is nowf being wag­

The Red Cross has suddenly assumed a tre­ 
mendous importance for Americans. 
The earn­ 
est appeal of President Wilson to the generosity 
of the American people to provide funds and 
other support for the organization, the appoint­ 
ment of su$h a man as Ilenrv P. Davison, of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., of New York, as head of 
the Red Cross War Council, the announcement 
that Mr. Davison would devote all his time to 
what will probably be the greatest mimey- 
raising campaign for a benevolent purpose the 
w'orld ever saw% are facts making the country 
realize that the Red Cross stands next to the 
Army and Navy themselves in importance to the 
people. 
W hv should I, already war-taxed and taking 
toy share of the Liberty bonds, give voluntarily 
to the Red Cross, individuals are asking them­ 
selves. 
\\ r.y is President W ilson so concerned 
about the matter of support for the Red Cross? 
” hv will such men as Davison sacrifice privite 
business to make the Red ('ross financial eam- 
paign a success? 
! his article is written to be 
the answer to these questions. 
Facing a great war, for the first time in our 
history we are prepared to send with 
our 
armies 
a 
completely 
organized 
and 
well 
equipped service to look after the bodily welfare 
of our soidicrs. 
W e are not only well prepared 
in this respect, but we are better prepared than 
any other nation ever has been at the outset of 
war. 
And the organization which has brought 
this 
about 
has 
not 
offeree* 
its 
invaluable 
service as a kindly charity, as it was in Spanish 
War days, but it goes under presidential order 
and the laws of the nation as an integral part of 
our fighting forces. 
Consequently all America is awaKening to 
the importance of the Red Cross and asking to 
know more about it and its work. 
Although its 
emblem is one of the best known of all designs, 
there is widespread ignorance concerning the 
society itself. 
This is not astonishing, for, old 
as the emblem is, the society in its prese.iRstatus 
is a veritable infant. 
It was authorized bv Con­ 
gress and acceptea as part ot our war structure 
by presidential proclamation ju st five years ago. 
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Five years ago the entire force of Red C 
executives and employees occupied a s i n g l e room 
in the W ar Departm ent. 
Today the organiza­ 
tion occupies a large, new building of its own, a 
veritable poem in snowy marble and bronze, a 
structure costing over $800,000, and occupies it 
to overflowing. 
Five years ago its membership 
was confined to the philanthropic few who kept 
it alive with their annual contributions. 
Today 
the roll is working upward toward the half 
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A R e d c r o s s A u x i l i a r y a t w o r i a 
lion mark, as more and more Americans learn 
about the purposes of the association, while the 
applications for membership in a single day 
amount to more than the total membership six 
years ago. 
W hat is the Red Cross? 
W hat does it do? 
Who does its wrnrk? 
Can I help? 
These are the questions asked most often in 
the marble building across from the White 
House. 
The Red Cross tries to keep up with 
these floods of queries by distributing its litera­ 
ture and by answering letters, but it is falling 
behind in the task. 
Tlfe whole nation seems to 
be anking these questions. 
And aparently as 
fast as individuals learn what the Red Cross 
stands for and how they can help it along as in­ 
dividuals they add their names to the mounting 
membership roll and stand ready as volunteers 
to assist in the work. 
No doubt two-thirds of the population of the 
United States either never knew that the Red 
Cross as an ideal came into existence since our 
Civil W ar or they have forgotten that it is so 
youthful. 
It never occurs to the modern man to 
wonder who takes care of the victims of wars 
and disasters. 
The modern man usually does 
not have to bother about such things, anyhow. 
When a fire breaks out the apparatus quickly 
arrives, and when there is a riot the police are 
on hand, and when we have trouble with a for­ 
eign country the army and navy are in evidence. 
These things seem to provide themselves miracu­ 
lously— the modern man takes them for granted, 
Hke the mail delivery and the newspaper. 
And yet when a great disaster comes, or 
thousands « r e killed and wounded in battle, 
some expert, organized force has to take care 
of the victims, i f they are to be taken care of at 
all, and nntü thé Red Cross was organized— 
less than sixty y sfirs ago— there was no such 
orgiú3¿xad<'*faró& 
fcven in ©ur own Civil W ar 
the nursing of wounded men was done in a 
haphazard way by rohm teer women. 
The na­ 
tion is proud .-of these women—it has dedicated 
the brmrtófal siewdHed Cross building in W ash­ 
ington to their memory— but at the «ame time 
w 9 
*

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not what it might have been. Some of the nurses 
had more pity than trained ability, and us a re­ 
sult men died or remarried hopeless cripples 
throughout their lives when proper treatm ent— 
the sort of treatm ent an injured man receives in 
a modern hospital— might have saved them. 
The battle of Solferino occurred in 1859. 
It 
went on for several days. 
In that time 30,000 
wounded men lay on the field—Frenchmen, 
Italians and Russians. 
Thousands of these re­ 
mained for days in extreme neronv, uncared for. 
* 
n 
j * 
Thousands of them died for want of care. 
It 
was one of the supreme horrors of all history. 
It happened that a Swiss— H enri D unant— 
went upon this battlefield and saw these dying, 
neglected men. 
He told about it so vividly that 
the nations of the world decided that it was time 
to take this atrocity out of war. 
The Treaty of 
Geneva in 1863 for the first time provided for 
the immunity of medical and nursing services in 
battle, and the sign of that immunity was to be 
a red cross. 
And from that authorization has 
sprung the great international order of mercy— 
The Red Cross. 
The United States did not adopt the Geneva 
Treaty until 1882. 
From then until the year 
1900 the Red Cross was a struggling organiza­ 
tion— largely a private charity— without official 
recognition or national standing. 
It first im­ 
pressed itself upon the notice of the country by 
its relief work at the Johnstown flood in 1888. 
When the Spanish W ar broke out it was still 
outside the Government and not organized or 
prepared along military lines. 
In 19CH- Miss 
Mabel T. Board man became the head of it. H er 
indefatigable work caused Congress in 1 9 9 5 to 
give the organization a 
federal charter and 
designate it as the official relief organization of 
the United States of America. 
It is the only 
organization permitted to give volunteer aid to 
the victims of war. 
Other institutions seeking 
to be of humanitarian service in time of war 
must art through the Red Cross. 
The organization is two-fold in several par­ 
ticulars, and therefore not quickly understood 
by the public. 
It is both official and private in 
its character. 
T hat is, the Government has 
adopted it officially as the auxiliary war relief 
War nursing was $ service. 
The President of the United States by 
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law is also president of the Red Cross. 
The 
comptroller of the currency is its treasurer. 
Its 
accounts are audited by the W ar Departme nt, 
and its annual reports arc addressed to Con­ 
gress. 
Yet the Government docs not finance the Red 
Cross. 
On occasions Congress has voted con­ 
t r i b u t i o n s of money to it. 
Congress helped to 
build the new building, for instance. 
But the 
great volume of its funds spent for relief work 
is contributed by private individuals. 
In times 
past most of its cash has come in the form of 
gifts, less than 30 per cent of its receipts being 
from membership fees. 
But with the quickened 
interest in the Red Cross tin* membership fees 
are becoming an important source of revenue. 
In time of war the Red Cross acts as the 
auxiliary to the medical and nursing services— 
the sanitary services, as they are called, of 
Army and Navy. 
It is a case of the auxiliary 
being greater than the thing aided. 
Many 
doubtless wonder why the Army and Navy does 
not maintain its own hospital service on an 
adequate scale. 
The answer is that it has been 
found to be more efficient and less costly to give 
this task over to the semi-private Red Cross. If 
there were no Red Cross doubtless the military 
services would have had their enlisted reserves 
of surgeons and nurses, and their storehouses of 
hospital supplies. 
But it would have been a 
costly tiling to do, and the chances aro that Its 
service would have been no better prepared for 
war than many of the other departments ©f the 
Army and Navy. 
But the Red Cross Is ready. 
Its enlisted 
nurses number 7,000. 
These are sufficient in 
number to care for the victims of a fighting 
armv of 1,400,000 men. W ar experience is that 
five per cent of a fighting army are in the hos­ 
pitals. 
That is, of 
1,400,000 men at the 
trenches, 70,000 will be sick or wounded. One 
competent nurse can care for ten wounded men. 
In Hi is work the lied Cros9 is merely the 
auxiliary. 
Both Army and Navy have their 
medical and nurse corps. 
But these are main­ 
tained only at such size as to meet the require­ 
ments of peace. W hen war comes the Red Cross 
furnishes the additional surgeons and nurses re­ 
quired for the enlarged Army and Navy. When 
serving together h Red Cross nurse is subordi­ 
nate in rank to the regular service nurse, and 
the Red Cross surgeon does not rank equally 
with the Army and Navy surgeon, although all 
are subject to"the same discipline and rules 


Now the service within the Red Cross is also 
two-fold. 
Some timorous individuals seem to 
fear that in volunteering to help in the Beil 
Cross work they are enlisting for definite terms 
and may be dispatched t i a»*v point selected by 
their superior officers. 
But this is far from be­ 
ing the case. The j>tori< s we will read after the 
war of beautiful young girls w ho bravely joined 
the Red Cross and did heroic nursing service in 
the base hospitals will be purely fiction. 
The 
Rod Cross will not let any woman serve at the 
front as a nurse even if sin* demands the privi­ 
lege, unless she is a graduate nurse of soide 
recognized institution. 
The nursing service is 
already recruited up to its limit, and it will he a 
long tin e before all of its enrolled nurses see 
war hospital service. 
But a limited number of men and women 
volunteers who desire to experience Red Cross 
service with the Army will be given the chance. 
A few ambulance drivers and men who can do 
special executive work will be needed with the 
units sent .abroad. 
And the hospitals also have 
work for non-professional women—superintend­ 
ing the housework at the hospital and serving 
as matrons of the nurses’ dormitories, and so ou- 
These wwmcn are to be called nurses’ aids. It is 
estimated that there will be as many of them as 
there are nurses, so that if 7,000 nurses are all 
sent across the ocean, that many nurses' aids will 
accompany them. 
The service which the Red Cross asks of the 
millions of American women anxious to help will 
be purely a voluntary, unbossed, home service. 
For the most part it will be needlework, the 
preparation of supplies. These supplies include 
surgical dressings, which cannot be made for 
the Red Cross unless the seamstress has had 
special instruction in the work, and other 
articles such as bed linen, pajamas, bathrobes, 
and other comforts which sick men in hospitals 
need. 
Most of these latter can be made by any 
intelligent woman without special attention. All 
such articles must comply with standard spcci- 


Care of the Sick, Home Dietetics, and Prepara­ 
tion of Surgical Dressings. 
It will be seen that 
the first two courses are designed to make every 
student more efficient in her own home as well as 
to prepare her for possible voluntary service 
with the Red Cross, 
i he instructors in the first 
two courses are trained nurses or other experts 
approved by the national organization. 
For the 
third course, that in the preparation of surgical 
dressings, lay teachers, approved by the Red 
Cross, are supplied. These teachers are usually 
graduates of the classes who have proven them­ 
selves proficient. 
From the women bearing certificates of pro­ 
ficiency in the first two courses the nurses’ aids, 
who will see real war service, arc being selected, 
but always from tho^e eager for the service. 
1 here is no compulsion upon anyone who has 
taken the courses to volunteer for active hospital 
work, nor even any obligation upon them to do 
so. 
Nevertheless, the Red Cross is not em- 
hnrrassed for want of volunteers for such work. 
The problem is rather one of selection among 
those clamoring to enlist. 
'] he surgical dressings course will have to bo 
repeated to many thousands of American women 
if the war proves to be serious for our Army, 
it is probable that before many months thcra 
will I e ir> almost every city and town of the 
United States women with certificates of com- 
potency to teach classes in the preparation of 
bandages. 
The work is spreading out like an 
rtulle > ' hain of letters. 
From each class a few 
are given authority to teach others, and the ex­ 
pert knowledge spreads quickly. 
Just now the service of the Red Cross In war 
is engaging the public's attention, but it should 
not be forgotten that if the Red Cross never 
went to war it would still justify its existence 
and its official status by the good works which it 
renders in time of peace. 
It has an emergency 
service ever ready to speed like a fire depart­ 
ment to the scene of disaster. 
This work is car­ 
ried on entirely by the professional, paid enlist­ 
ment of the Red Cross. 
The organization carries on a wide first-cud 
campaign, instructing men in mines, shops, 
quarries, and on the railroads, how to save their 
own and tlu ir fellow-employees’ lives. 
It main­ 
tains volunteer lifesaving corps of swimmers 
along the rivers and coasts to save lives from 
drowning. 
( 
Last but not by any means least it has in­ 
augurated the promising work of reral visiting 
nursing. 
In tnis ?t is extending to the poor mad 
ignorant in the country districts the care which 
people in the congested quarters of our edits re­ 
ceive irom the visiting nurse associations. l h *5 
health statistics show that Lhe rum* districts 
need sucii a service more than do the cities. At 
present this service is still in its infancy, but it 
secius safe to predict that the day will come

Athens, June 13.— King Constan­ 
tine, of Greece, has abdicated in 
favor of his son, Prince Alexander. 
Premier Zaimis, 
in 
announcing 
that

I i ince Alexander as his successor, 
said

( rown Prince George would leave 
the country. 
King 
Constantine’s 
abdication 
was the result of a demand made 
by the entente allies. 
Constantine 
has 
expressed the 
intention of embarking on a British 
warship and proceeding to Switzer­ 
land by way of Italy. 
Allied troops have occupied Elas­ 
sona 
without 
resistance. 
There 
have been no disorders in Athens 
up to the present. 
This 
climax 
in the affairs of 
Greece was brought about through 
the agency of the French senator, 
M. Jonnart, who has held posts in 
several French cabinets, and who 
arrived at Athens only a day or two 
ago on a special mission as the rep­ 
resentative of France, Great Brit­ 
ain and Russia. 
M. Jonnart had previously visit­

hope of the success or tin* aims of 
“one of the belligerents, or to hav** 
expressed himself in hostile fash­ 
ion toward one of the belligerents 
or had spoken in any way w h a t s o ­ 
ever in the sense opinion has at­ 
tributed to him.” 
The king also denied that he or 
his government ever harbored hos­ 
tile intentions of any kind tow irt 
the entente. 
The approaching climax to the 
situation, which has long prevail­ 
ed in Greece, was outlined suc­ 
cinctly in a dispatch to a London 
newspaper from Athens, May 
2 
The dispatch said: 
“The king is steadily losing fol 
lowers. 
Fifty-seven officers recent 
ly left in one day for Salonika, am 
the stream is continuing. 
Since 
the provisional government declar­ 
ed that the population of 
any 
territory seceding hereaftoi to tin 
national government will not he 
mobilized, the

George, the crown prince, was sup

Although he has taken little part, 
as far as is known, in the turmoil 
prevailing in Greece, various re­ 
ports have indicated that the crown 
prince was opposed to his former 
friend, Leutherios Venizelos, and 
all others who sided with the en­ 
tente.

feeling probably was 
engendered by his German moth­ 
er, Queen Sophia. 
Last year, it 
was said P rince George had gom 
to Beilin and Vienna on important 
missions to the German and Aus­ 
trian emperors.
